Council advice 
fees top £13m 
since 2007

MORE than £13 million of taxpayers’ 
money has been spent on consultants 
by a council which said it would put an 
end to their use. 

As more than 100 jobs were cut this 
week at Luton Borough Council in a bid 
to save £3.5 million, figures have been 
presented to Luton on Sunday by 
Liberal Democrat group leader David 
Franks (pictured right) which show 
millions of pounds has been forked out 
on advisors. 

According to Cllr Franks, the authori¬ 
ty spent nearly £13.5 million on con¬ 
sultants since Labour was elected to 
take over from the Lib Dems at the 
Town Hall in May 2007 - despite pledg¬ 
ing not to use them. 

Cllr Franks’ figures show the council 
spent £3,219,010 during 2007/08, 
£5,971,910 in 2008/09 and £4,253,024 in 
2009/10. 

Included in the amount, which the 
council was unable to confirm or deny 
before we went to press, is £108,960 
spent on a consultant to manage other 
consultants for the Luton Dunstable 
Busway. 

Some of the money spent on consult¬ 
ants comes from the Government for 


projects such as the busway and 
Building Schools for the Future. Figures 
for this year have not yet been released. 

Cllr Franks said: “Most large organisa¬ 
tions will spend some money on 
consultants. 

“When you need an electrician or a 
plumber at home you bring one in, you 
don’t employ one all the time. 

“The council should be spending 
some money to buy in expertise they 
don’t need very often but this spend is 
out of control. 

“They even spent £109,000 on a con¬ 
sultant to manage the other consult¬ 
ants. 

“It’s the hypocrisy we are complaining 
about. They boasted when they took 
over in 2007 that consultants were ‘a 
thing of the past’ and pledged they 
would do away with spending millions 
on consultants. We didn’t believe them 
at the time and now they’ve been found 
out.” 

Back in 2007, Labour Cllr Robin Harris 
told this paper: “They didn’t produce 
value for money and we will be looking 
to deliver things in the most cost-effec¬ 
tive way we can - without consultants.” 

This week, Cllr Harris said: “I think 
what should have been said is it is try¬ 
ing to do it without consultants. It was 
a matter of semantics. 

“And I think that is exactly what we 
have done. We are now on £2.5 million 



[excluding the government money] so 
we have made a lot of progress. It is not 
off the radar, we are working to reduce 
it further.” 

In the final year of the Lib Dems’ 
power, they spent £4.377 million on 
consultants. 

This newspaper revealed in 2006 that 
consultancy firm Atos Origin was paid 
£3 million by the council to review the 
organisation of its departments. 

As part of this review, Atos advised the 
council to spend less money on con¬ 
sultants. 

Cllr Franks said: “For every £1 we 
spent on Atos, we saved £2 by reorgan¬ 
ising council departments.” 
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Potential sites for new Hatters’ 
stadium set to be considered

A GOVERNMENT planning inspec¬ 
tor could be asked to look at poten¬ 
tial sites for a new home for Luton 
Town. 

On Tuesday, Luton Borough 
Council’s executive committee made 
a recommendation to ask the 
inspector to ‘consider possible sites 
for a new Luton Town FC stadium in 
this [West of Luton] or other loca¬ 
tions’. 

In June 2008, when the club was 
taken over, director Stephen Browne 
said they wanted a feasibility study 
to find a preferred location for a new 
ground ‘to be completed in six 
months’. 

In November that year, club chair¬ 
man Nick Owen told the BBC’s 
Football Focus programme ‘six pos¬ 
sible sites’ were being looked at as 
part of the study. 

In January 20JO, the council - 
which owns Hatters’ Kenilworth 
Road stadium - gave the club up to 
14 more years at the ground. Should 
the club win promotion back up to 
the Football League between now 
and 2014, the council will extend the 
lease by a period of ten years from 
that point. 

The current deal runs until 2018, 
after an extension was sealed with 
the council in 2008. 

Last November, Mr Browne told 
this newspaper the club’s feasibility 
study ‘should probably have been 
called a feasibility process’ and that 
the process was still ongoing. 

In 2008, Bushwood proposed a 
massive development to the west of 


Luton involving 5,500 homes and a 
community stadium. In a statement, 
Bushwood said: ‘We are delighted 
that Luton Borough Council’s execu¬ 
tive committee has voted to support 
development to the West of Luton as 
the scheme provides many benefits 
to Luton and Dunstable. 

‘Bushwood is a privately funded 
scheme that will provide much 
needed employment and homes for 
this area. 

‘Over a number of years we have 
consulted with local people, busi¬ 
nesses and regulatory boards to 
ensure the scheme is fully sustain¬ 
able and deliverable. 

‘It would be fantastic if a new site 
could be found for the football 
club. 

‘It is a breath of fresh air to see the 
club finally enjoying success as a 
result of hard work by the present 
administration and it would be nice 
to see supporters rewarded with a 
new stadium when they climb the 
football league again.’ 

In a statement, the Town Hall said: 
‘This issue was highlighted in mat¬ 
ters to be raised with the Inspector at 
the Examination in Public with 
regard to the Luton and South 
Bedfordshire Growth Area Core 
Strategy. 

‘The Executive’s recommendations 
ask the Inspector to ‘consider possi¬ 
ble sites for a new Luton Town 
Football Club stadium in this [West 
of Luton] or other locations’. 

‘The issue will be considered by full 
Council on Tuesday.’ 

Luton Town Football Club failed to 
respond to our inquiries before we 
went to press. 



Vauxhall to be unveiled as sponsor to roar on Three Lions 


VAUXHALL will be revealed as 
the new sponsors of England’s 
football team in a £22 million 
deal on Tuesday. 

The Luton-based car giant has 
secured a big money agreement 
with all four home nations after 
talks with Scotland, Wales and 
Northern Ireland. 

The Vauxhall Griffin logo, which 
was updated last year, will feature 
on the front of the players’ shirts 
when England play their next 
competitive game - the Euro 2012 
qualifier against Wales in Cardiff 
on March 26. 

The Football Association will 
receive £5.5 million a year in spon¬ 
sorship cash from Vauxhall, who 
will finally replace Nationwide 
Building Society, which dumped 
the squad after a dismal World Cup 
performance. 

Nationwide offered to extend its 
last four-year contract, worth 
around £25 million, before the 
World Cup kicked-off in June 
2010 . 

But the FA rejected it, hoping to 
get a better deal if Fabio Capello’s 
men did well in South Africa. 

That has allowed Vauxhall, 
which has its HQ in Osborne 
Road, to step in and provide the 
much needed boost The FA had 
been searching for. 

Rumours had been circulating 
since November about a possible 
deal being on the cards, but an 
agreement has now been reached. 

The comprehensive four-year 
support of international football

will give the national associations 
much needed revenue following 
the crushing World Cup vote 
defeat in Zurich in November. 

In 2010, 369 jobs were cut from 
the Luton plant, leaving it with 
around 1,500 staff, and workers 
agreed to a two-year pay freeze in 
May as part of General Motors’ 
Europe-wide restructuring deal. 

Then, last September, 

Vauxhall revealed it 
had struck an agree¬ 
ment with Renault for 
continued co-opera¬ 
tion between the two 
car makers concerning 
the future of the Vivaro 
van producing factory 
in Kimpton Road until 
2013, when the existing 
venture between the 
car giants is due to run 
out. 

On Friday, Luton South Labour 
MP Gavin Shuker said: “Recently 
it has been incredibly welcome. 
Vauxhall and GM Europe have 
wanted to make investment in 
the UK, but I want to see the next 
announcement be about the van 
factory in Luton. 

“We need an announcement 



about the future of the plant, 
because it’s overdue. 

“Staff have just gone through 
another Christmas with their jobs 
up in the air, and Luton North MP 
Kelvin Hopkins and I have been 
working hard to bring about a 
decision.” 

Asked if the money could have 
been better spent on saving jobs, 
Mr Shuker said: “In all 
fairness to Vauxhall, 
it’s a marketing deci¬ 
sion. It could never 
have come from the 
same pot of money. 

“But it raises an 
important point in that 
Vauxhall is making 
hard-headed market¬ 
ing decisions.” 

Vauxhall has had a 
previous long-term 
involvement in football with its 
12 year title backing of the 
Conference. Its team, Vauxhall 
Motors, plays in the Blue Square 
Bet North. 

Vauxhall and The FA remained 
tight-lipped on the deal, refusing 
to comment, while the union 
Unite said it wanted to wait until 
Tuesday’s official announcement.

MURDER SUSPECT TO FACE TRIAL 

A 17-year-old boy accused of the murder 
of a teenager who was stabbed to death 
is to stand trial. 

Michael Simwanza, also 17, was 
stabbed at the Kingsway Recreation 
Ground in Luton on October 30. 

The teenager, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, is due to stand trial at 
Luton Crown Court on June 13, a court 
official confirmed.

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‘Elvis’ chase one of 654 
hoax calls made to cops

CLAIMS of being chased by 
Elvis Presley with a stick, a 
caller saying their ‘bum is on 
fire’ and threats to blow 
themselves up are just some 
of the hoax 999 calls made 
last year. 

A total of 654 false emer¬ 
gency calls were received at 
Bedfordshire Police’s control 
room between January and 
December. 

Some examples of reported 
‘crimes’ were: 

■ A young man on the line 
saying ‘it’s an emergency, my 
bum is on fire’ 

■ An intoxicated woman 
saying she loved her son and 
she was concerned for him as 
he had gone out with his 
girlfriend 

■ A man saying he needs the 
fire brigade as his cat is stuck 
up an average sized tree and it 
loves him so much it would 
normally just jump down 

■ A woman saying she 
wants to confess to murder. 
The operator asks her what 
her date of birth is and she 
says she does not know and 
then hangs up 

■ A man saying they need 
police because they are in 
‘New York’ 

■ A woman calling for an 
ambulance after saying a per¬ 
son upstairs had been 
stabbed. She says she knows 


this because the Holy Mary 
told her 

On an even more serious 
note, there are also several 
hoax calls from both men and 
women claiming they have 
been raped. 

Alarmingly, a number of the 
calls were made from chil¬ 
dren reportedly as young as 
four and the operators said 
many of them are ‘messing 
about’. 

Some of the calls from chil¬ 
dren include the following: 

■ A girl reporting that her 
mum is not going to feed her 

■ A young child stating 
somebody is dead and then 
starts laughing 


■ Young boy, aged four, 
states that his mum has been 
shot 

Although the number last 
year was much lower than 
that of the previous year - 792 
- the nature of many of the 
calls remains disturbing. 

A police spokesman said: 
“The call centre takes around 
a million calls every year - 
both emergency and non¬ 
emergency. 

“Most of the 999 calls we 
receive should be dealt with 
by our non-emergency 
system and for some of these 
calls, people should not be 
phoning the police. 

“On top of calls which are 


genuine but misdirected, we 
also take a large number of 
calls which are clearly hoax 
ones where the caller has 
deliberately contacted the 
emergency services. 

“In these instances we do 
look to prosecute and in the 
past we have successfully 
prosecuted for misuse of the 
999 system. 

“In addition, people do 
need to consider whether 
their call is an emergency 
because we do deploy fast 
response and if a police 
resource is at an inappropri¬ 
ate or hoax call, it can then be 
delayed in getting to a gen¬ 
uine emergency.”

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MFO aimed to spend £35k 
on advice from Chileans 


EXCLUSIVE 


A GOVERNMENT-funded community 
project planned to spend £35,000 to 
bring consultants from South America 
to advise on a proposed project to 
help the long-term unemployed in 
Marsh Farm, Luton. 

Luton on Sunday can reveal this after a 
Freedom of Information request for all 
correspondence regarding the Marsh 
Farm Outreach (MFO) Organisation 
Workshop project that was planned to 
start this month but after a period of 
uncertainty was not given the £840,000 
originally allocated for the project. 

Central to the scheme was to use 
methods adopted in South America and 
South Africa to get the long-term unem¬ 
ployed back into work by offering them 
training to build up their skills in certain 
self-employed job opportunities, such as 
car mechanic, landscaping and catering. 

Consultants had been brought to Luton 
in 2005 to run training sessions about the 
planned project. 

The project was finally turned down in 
August last year but after a direct meet¬ 
ing between MFO and the local govern¬ 
ment minister, Andrew Stunell, that deci¬ 
sion was overturned and it was condi¬ 
tionally approved. The project was then 
suspended when it came to light 
MFO had signed the contract while in 
liquidation. 

The letters reveal that as far back as 
2007 the Government was concerned 
about the use of consultants by MFO and 
states in a letter: ‘It is our opinion that 
the long-term use of Chile-based 
consultants is not cost effective or sus¬ 
tainable.’ 

The Government wrote further in 2008 
that it was ‘not convinced an eight week 
course can deliver sufficient skills to 



enable ‘trainees’ to run sustainable 
enterprises’. In 2009 the Government said 
that it did not believe the business plans 
were sufficiently robust, or that the 
scheme, with 45 per cent of the costs 
going in overheads, was value for money 
or that it had any long-term sustainability. 

The Government stated clearly it did 
not believe the project was currently 
viable. 

There was also some concern for an 


extra cost of £80,000 for the 13 facilita¬ 
tors, which the Government did not 
understand. 

In November last year Mr Stunell wrote 
to MFO twice, where he states he was not 
happy with MFO delivering the project 
given its financial situation and did not 
have confidence in their ability to deliver. 

He also pointed out that the £840,000 
was never specifically earmarked for the 
Organisation Workshop project, or MFO. 

In his second letter Mr Stunell 
addressed a late change, where a propos¬ 
al was that another organisation, the 
Development Trust Organisation (DTA), 
would oversee the project with MFO 
doing the work. 

Mr Stunell wrote that he had made it 
clear he was not happy with MFO man¬ 
aging the project and was unhappy with 
DTA overseeing it was not local and their 
involvement raised possible risks around 
state aid and EU regulations. 

Late last year this was given board 
approval but the money had been 
allocated to other projects by Marsh 
Farm Community Development Trust 
(MFCDT). 

We put questions concerning these 
matters and how much had been spent 
on consultants to MFO but it declined to 
comment.

Airport quiet over security as terror threat level increases

LUTON Airport has remained tight- 
lipped over reports it has beefed up secu¬ 
rity in light of the increased terrorism 
threat level. 

Extra police have been drafted in 
at London airports and railway termi¬ 
nals, and there have been reports of 
more officers being brought in at Luton 
Airport, but there is no suggestion of 
any intelligence of an imminent 
attack. 

The terrorist threat specific to the UK 
overall remains where it has been for the 
past year - at the second-highest level - 


severe. Security officials said the upgrad¬ 
ed threat level for major UK transport 
hubs is precautionary but because 
the overall national threat level is at 
severe it means a terrorist attack is 
highly likely. 

They added that if there was any intelli¬ 
gence of an imminent threat or a plot 
under way the threat level would be 
raised to its highest level, critical. 

A Luton Airport spokesman said: “We 
regard the security of our passengers, 
staff and the airport premises as our 
highest priority and we constantly work 


in co-operation with all relevant agencies 
in order to maintain the highest stan¬ 
dards possible. 

“However, for obvious reasons, it is 
Luton Airport’s policy never to discuss 
any details of actual security proce¬ 
dures.” 

There are five levels of threat with low 
meaning an attack is unlikely; moderate 
where an attack is possible but not likely; 
substantial is when an attack is a strong 
possibility; severe when an attack is 
highly likely; and critical where an attack 
is expected imminently.

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Two robbers 
threaten driver 
with a knife 

A TAXI driver was robbed at 
knifepoint after being stopped 
by two men. 

At about 9.30pm last Sunday 
the two offenders ran out in 
front of the taxi in Lewsey Road, 
Dunstable forcing the driver to 
stop.

It was important for decisive 
action to be taken to restore 
international confidence, gain 
the support of the financial 
markets, and prevent the 
country from sliding into the 
economic mess which Greece, 
Ireland and other European 
countries are in. 

No single party could have

investment in green energy, 
including offshore and rural 
wind farms; the scrapping of the 
third runway for Heathrow; and 
finally, a referendum in May on a 
fairer voting system, which, 
while it certainly falls short of 
proportional representation, 
will ensure that every MP 
elected is supported by at least 
50 per cent of those who cast 
their votes. 

I’m not sure how Steve views 
this programme of 
achievements, but I see it as a 
real and decisive force for good 
within government, influencing 
policy and introducing many of 
the progressive values which we 
Lib Dems have been arguing for.

HERE’S a sneak peek at Luton’s 
new £4.7 million youth facility - if 
it gets the go-ahead. 

TOKKO will be a five-storey 
building based on Gordon Street, 
subject to planning permission 
and the final review of plans by the 
Department for Education in 
March. 

The project is led by Voluntary 
Action Luton (VAL) and construc¬ 
tion work is due to begin as early 
as July. 

The centre will be a one-stop 
information shop for young peo¬ 
ple providing a wide range of serv¬ 
ices and activities including a 
climbing wall, training and coun¬ 
selling rooms, a games and IT 
area, a fashion and beauty studio 
and a cafe open to the public. 

VAL director Everton Blake said: 
“We’ve had to wait six months to 
hear whether the project was still 
going ahead but it’s been worth 
the wait. 

“TOKKO has not only been 
designed by young people but 
they will also have an active role in 
managing it from agreeing the 
opening times to deciding what 
services and activities are avail¬ 
able. And together with our part¬ 
ners we are determine to make it a 
huge success.” 


Cllr Tahir Khan said: “We are 
delighted that the Government 
has recognised the potential of 
this project and is continuing to 
support it by providing capital 
funds. 

“It’s fantastic to see so many 
young people are committed to 


TOKKO, and that we are helping 
them to create a youth facility fit 
for the 21st century.” 

A planning application with a 
proposal to open the centre seven 
days a week from 10am to 11pm 
will be submitted to the council on 
January 17.

Record low level for 
council rent arrears

RENT arrears are at their lowest 
ever according to Luton Borough 
Council. 

They have fallen from £748,000 
in the last financial year to just 
under £554,000 so far this time. 

The council's housing income 
team has changed the way in 
which it handles rent arrears by 
contacting council tenants as 
soon as they fall into the red. 

Residents are now offered pay¬ 
ment plans rather than a demand 
for money. 

Cllr Waheed Akbar (pictured) 
said: “Rent arrears are the main 
cause for tenants to be evicted, so 
reducing arrears means fewer 
people lose their homes. 

“I’m pleased to see the hard 



work of the housing income team 
paying off. 

“The approach used is geared to 
helping tenants during this diffi¬ 
cult economic climate, with an 
emphasis on providing debt 


advice and support rather than 
eviction. Most organisations are 
seeing debts soar but the council 
is bucking this trend and this 
demonstrates what fantastic 
results can be achieved when we 
work more closely with our cus¬ 
tomers.” 

The reduction in rent arrears 
has also allowed the council to 
save money and resulted in fewer 
high-cost legal actions to recover 
outstanding debts. 

It also results in more money 
being available to spend on serv¬ 
ices such as improved living con¬ 
ditions and repairs for council 
tenants.

Shops at risk as HMV announces closures 


THE FUTURE of Luton’s HMV and 
Waterstone’s stores are up in the 
air after HMV Group announced 
the closure of 60 stores on 
Wednesday.

“We have no detail which stores 
will be affected.”

Skip firm fined after 
ignoring waste rules

A SKIP hire company owner 
has been fined after admitting 
running an illegal waste site. 

Nicholas Fletcher, 23, of Church 
Road, Streatley, appeared at 
Bedford Magistrates’ Court on 
December 31 after being arrested 
by police for failing to previously 
attend court. 

The court was told that despite 
advice from the Environment 
Agency and eventually a notice to 
remove the waste, Fletcher con¬ 
tinued to operate his business, 
Dunstable Skips, at Clophill Road, 
in Maulden. 

District Judge Nicholas Leigh- 
Smith banned Fletcher from 
driving for six months to stop him 
carrying out illegal activity as well 
as fining him £210 and ordering 
him to pay £150 costs. 

The site came to the attention of 
the Agency in October 2009 
through an anonymous report of 
illegal waste activity and officers 
investigating found waste in skips 
and on the ground. 

Sarah Nicholson, prosecuting, 
said that on subsequent visits to 
the site there was always waste in 
skips and on the ground which 
included building material, 
wood, metals, plastics, and some¬ 



times hazardous waste. Fletcher 
told officers that he knew he was 
breaking the law but would not 
have been able to stay in business 
if he had paid to be properly 
approved. 

Mrs Nicholson told the court 
that even up to August 17 last year 
Fletcher was still carrying on his 
business without a permit and in 
a way that could have an adverse 
effect on the environment, partic¬ 
ularly the hazardous waste. 

She said: “These offences were 
financially motivated. The cost of 


permitting this site would have 
been significant because before a 
permit can be granted, the site 
would have to be altered.” 

After the hearing, Agency offi¬ 
cer Rob Stevenson said: 
“Unpermitted sites have an 
unfair advantage over those 
which comply with the regula¬ 
tions to protect the environ¬ 
ment. 

“They undercut competitors 
which leads to more and more 
businesses operating illegally 
leaving the environment at risk.”

HOME: Mary Seacoles Housing Association on Brantwood Road 


IT is tough enough for some of 
Luton’s youth, but what if you 
were to find yourself homeless 
and with no one to turn to? 

That’s where a hostel comes in. 

Mary Seacole Housing 
Association was created by Cllr 
Desline Stewart after she started 
taking in young people at her 
home in 1985. 

When too many were turning 
up, she was granted Government 
funding to buy new premises in 
1986, the first of which was in 
Brantwood Road, Luton, where 
they are now based. 

It has been so successful, Cllr 
Stewart was awarded an MBE in 
the New Year’s honours list. 

With six properties in Luton, 
they help mainly 16-25 year olds 
by giving them a place to live 
while they wait to find some¬ 
where for themselves. 

There are three hostels in 
Brantwood Road, one on 
Ashburnham Road, another in 
Alma Link and a men-only facili¬ 
ty in Wauluds Bank Drive. 

Project manager Audrey Lewis 
has been working for the associa¬ 
tion since 1995 and has seen it 
grow and grow. 

She said: “You think these 
young people will have been in 
trouble with the police but most 
of the time it is family situations. 
For example, someone’s mother 


could have died and their dad 
remarried and the child doesn’t 
get on with their new step-mum 
so they have to leave. 

“We give them all the help they 
need to become independent 
enough to live on their own. 

“Most of them need structure. 
We make sure they all do things 
like keep their rooms tidy and 
even simple things like saying 
‘good morning’ to us each day. 

“There is a mutual respect. We 
show them respect and we get it 
back. It is a very rewarding job.” 

Deputy co-ordinator and train¬ 
ing manager Maureen Randall 
said: “We take a holistic approach 
to how we train our young people. 

“Most of our clients probably 
dropped out of schools so we do 
things that will help them with 
their CY They get their numeracy 
and literacy up to GCSE level 
which they can put on their CV. 

“We also do things such as drug 
and alcohol awareness as well as 
sexual health as these are the 
kind of things they will deal with 
in life.” 

Mary Seacole Housing 
Association has three different 
stages for its hostels, and 
depending on how independent 
the residents are will determine 
which one they stay in.

At first she was living at the 
house in Brantwood Road 
before being moved to 
Stewart House, in Alma Link. 

She said: “I went into the 
hostel and while I was there I 
used the training facilities 
and went to regular training 
sessions where I did 
computer courses as well as 
others. 

“I met quite a few people 
there, the atmosphere was 
really good. Most people 
associate hostels with bad 
things like drugs but it was 
never like that when I was 
there. 

“I got a flat while I was 
there, which I am still at now 
and have lived at for more 
than four years.” 

Louise has been working for 
Luton on Sunday for six 
months and has recently 
been promoted to senior 
classified sales advisor.

ANPR system helps 
to catch car thieves

TWO stolen vehicles worth an 
estimated total of £16,000 were 
seized last month with the help 
of a number plate recognition 
system. 

In December, Bedfordshire 
Police’s Intercept Team made 47 
arrests across the county, mostly 
relating to drugs, theft, assault, 
drink-driving and driving while 
disqualified. 

The Automatic Number Plate 
Recognition (ANPR) system 
helped capture £1,400 in money 
laundering cash and £3,000 worth 
of Class A drugs. Non-payment of 
fines totalling £250 was also 
recovered. The intercept unit was 
set up in February last year to tar¬ 
get criminals through their use of 
the county’s roads and it is moni¬ 
tored 24 hours a day 

ANPR works by using cameras 
which read number plates and 
compare them against a variety of 
databases, including the Police 
National Computer. 

Sergeant Ian Stoughton, of the 
ANPR Intercept Team, said: 
“December was an extremely 
busy month for the team. In addi¬ 
tion to our regular patrols we also 
joined with police forces from the 
eastern region to carry out a joint 
operation in Essex, which will be 


replicated in Bedfordshire later 
this year. 

“We also carried out various 
operations across the county 
including Operation Jackdaw, the 
force’s drink-drive campaign, 
burglary campaigns Operation 
Dunbar and Operation Peak, as 
well as working on Operation 
Vision in Houghton Regis. All in 


all, we had a busy and very suc¬ 
cessful month.”

Hitting the fairways 
and greens of Junisia 


TRAVEL FEATURE 

TUNISIA 


AN episode of ‘Last of the Summer 
Wine’ was not what I expected to see 
when I turned on the TV in my hotel 
room in Tunisia. Ironically, the 
point I switched it on was where 
Barry Wilkinson was stressing out 
about his golfing travails, which set 
a good tone for this break. 

Aside from a four-year stint as a 
venue on the European Tour, Tunisia 
has never been regarded as a place 
where golfers think of going for a 
winter getaway. 

That could soon be about to 
change. 

At present the North African nation 
has just ten courses and around 600 
active golfers, but plans are already 
afoot to double the number of cours¬ 
es by 2020. 

Already a popular destination 
among French, German and 
Scandinavian golfers, Tunisia is now 


hoping to lure visitors from the UK 
away from Morocco during the win¬ 
ter months. 

With temperatures of 24 degrees 
centigrade during November it’s a 
tempting prospect, while players of 
all levels will find plenty of chal¬ 
lenges throughout the various cours¬ 
es in the country - even weekend 
hackers like myself. 

The city of Hammamet on the east 
coast is setting itself up as the centre 
of Tunisian golf, with the neighbour¬ 
ing Citrus andYasmine Valley venues 
both helping to promote the sport in 
the area. 

Constructed in 1992, Citrus has two 
18-hole par 72 courses in Les Oliviers 
and La Foret, as well as the nine hole 
executive course. 

With trees and dense undergrowth 
lining the fairway and many of the 
greens protected by a myriad of 
bunkers, La Foret will test even the 
lowest handicappers. 

Next door at Yasmine, the course is 
undergoing renovation with a new

Nicklaus Design 18-hole facility set 
to be completed in October. The 
brand new par 68 Tahadi Course, 
including an island green on the 
short par four sixth, will open ahead 
of the planned remodelling of the 
current par 72 Classic Course. 

With a new airport being completed 


45km away in Enfidha - set to open for 
regular flights this year - and plenty of 
hotels within easy reach of the cours¬ 
es, everything is in place for the region 
to be at the forefront of the Tunisian 
golf tourism sector. 

Being the headquarters of the 
Desert Fox himself, Erwin Rommel, 
during World War Two it is perhaps 
not surprising that Hammamet is 
where Germans travel to in droves. 

Still, at least they haven’t taken to 
putting their towels over chairs in the 
bar to reserve them for later just yet. 
An hour’s drive away in Sousse is the 
picturesque El Kanaoui course which 
hosted the Tunisian Open from 1982- 
85, as well as an event on the Seniors 
Tour. 

In close proximity is Monastir and a 
short hop across the road from the 
city’s airport is the Palm Links course. 
Situated near the beach it is a links 
style course, with the long holes dot¬ 
ted with cross-bunkers that punished 
any wayward drives from the tees. 

But the closest thing to a traditional 


British links course has to be the one 
attached to the Residence Hotel in 
the capital city of Tunis. 

Built on a salt marsh, it is charac¬ 
terised by several long straight par 
fours that seem to be popular in this 
part of the world, as well as tough 
water hazards on the back nine. 
Make sure you bring plenty of spare 
balls. 

Tunis is also home to the popular 
Carthage Federal Golf Course, which 
is the oldest in the country having 
been built in 1927 and located in the 
heart of the city. 

It’s nice to be able to play golf in 
your shorts during the winter 
months and flying back home there 
was a tinge of sadness knowing that 
the clubs were now being put away 
until about April. 

Oh, and if you do go out to Tunisia 
for a golfing break and find any 
Dunlop DDH balls lying around in 
the rough then I’d be most grateful if 
you would return them to me.

The criterion 
adopted by the Regulation Committee is as follows: - 
The applicant must: - 

1. Be a fit and proper person between the ages of 21 and 65 years and have held a full-authorised 
drivers licence issued by the DVLA for not less than 12 months. 

2. Satisfy Luton Borough Council’s conviction policy in respect of Private Hire and Hackney 
Carriage Drivers i.e. have not more than 9 penalty points in respect of offences under the Road 
Traffic Acts, and/or any “unspent” Criminal Convictions, as set out in Luton Borough Council 
Minute 427/200 of 11th April 2000. 

3. Give a written undertaking in the following terms: - 

a) Undertake not to sell or transfer the Hackney Carriage Vehicle Licence within two years of the 
licence being granted. 

b) Undertake that the Hackney Carriage will ply for hire, within the Borough of Luton, during 
weekdays, at night-time and at weekends. 

4. Confirm in writing that the applicant: - 

a) is not an existing Hackney Carriage Proprietor or holder of a current Hackney Carriage 
Vehicle Licence issued by Luton Borough Council. 

b) has not been the holder in the last two years of a Hackney Carriage Vehicle Licence issued 
by Luton Borough Council.

Richard reckons a re-think is 
needed over promotion spots 


PROMOTION places in the 
Blue Square Bet Premier 
need to be brought in line 
with the Football League - 
that’s the view of Luton 
Town manager Richard 
Money. 

The Hatters are one of 
five teams at the top of 
the Conference separated 
by only eight points and 
there are a host of clubs 
that used to ply their trade 
in the top four English 
divisions all vying to get 
back there. 

And with a number of 
these clubs now full time 
professionals it has 
boosted the quality in the 
non-league’s top flight, so 
much so that Kenilworth 
Road boss Money has 
called for not one extra 
promotion spot but three. 

“A lot has been said 
about the promotion 
status of this league,” he 
said. “It took the Football 
League a while to accept 


non-league sides and since 
then there has been a call 
for more promotion 
places. 

“A lot of big clubs find 
themselves in this league 
for some reason or 
another and are now 
spending a lot of money 
trying to get out of it 
having got their finances 
in order. 

“In League Two there are 
clubs who are spending as 
little as possible trying to 
stay in the League. That’s 
not right and something 
has to change. 

“People have said there 
should be two automatic 
places and a play-off spot 
but I think there should be 
one more, just like League 
Two. There are a lot of 
clubs who would get 
promoted to the Football 
League and then back 
themselves to get 
promoted again and surely 
that’s good for the game.”

LUTON TOWN boss Richard Money has 
given credit to Bath City following the 
goalless draw at Twerton Park yesterday 
where the Hatters will rue a number of 
missed chances, including two that struck 
the woodwork and a sitter somehow 
missed by Claude Gnakpa. 

The Hatters chief was pleased with the 
way his side performed in the match but 
thought his team were up against one of 
the table’s in-form outfits. 

Money said, “I thought it was an excellent 
performance. We played well and did 
everything we could to win the game. On 
another day we could’ve won it quite com¬ 
fortably but it wasn’t to be. There are 
always two teams in a football match, some 
people seem to forget that. 

“I thought they were outstanding. I 
thought they worked their butts off to keep 
us at bay. We’ve seen them three or four 
times recently and they are a good outfit 
which I said before the game. We’re the top 
two in the form table and I think they 
shown everybody why that is the case.” 

Money has also tried to reassure support¬ 
ers that despite the two points dropped, the 
result is positive one and with AFC 
Wimbledon, who they play on Wednesday, 
being held away to Darlington, Luton Town 
need to use the same approach against 
them to continue their push for promotion. 

“It’s the same challenge (against AFC 
Wimbledon)”, said the Hatters boss. “We 



have to go and play the way we want to play 
and impose ourselves on the match and be 
mindful of what they’ve got, but we’re 
going to play exactly the same way as we 
always do and that is to go and win a foot¬ 
ball game. 

“We play against a team like Hayes & 
Yeading every week - nine across the back 
and one up front. We play against it nearly 
every week. 


“I think there was only one team that was 
really trying to win that football match and 
it’s difficult. 

“We’ve hit the woodwork twice and we’ve 
missed half a dozen good chances. We’ll 
take it and it’s another point to the total. 

“It’s only in the context with what’s hap¬ 
pening at the top that people are a little bit 
disappointed, but it’s an excellent point, 
that’s the way I look at it.”
